Webster, at- 
tnrnoy-gonenil, opposed IMorley's motion, 
(iladstone urged that tho special character 
nf llie liill was the reasmi for liinitiiig 
ils diiratii.n. Its eluictiiieiit as 
H permanent meiisure woukl figgravato bx- 
isting evils, intensify that alienation and 
estrangement from law wherein lay tlio 
fundamental evil nf Iriiland's social con- 
dition. .Sir Wilfred Lawsmi, sii[>porting 
t lie aiiiendiiieiit, said it Wiis an honor to 
.'Vinerica to send iiionuy to those lighting 
for the freudniii of Ireland. Tho amend- 
ment was rejected.

Opliiloiis of an American Statesman on Brit- 
lull Celiiinhia anil .Matters of Interna- 
tional liii|)ortan('.(?. 

.•\mnng the jiaasiuigers who sail on tho 
( )Iyni)iitiii fnr .-Maska t lii« luortiiiig is V.H. 
Senator N'oorliees, nf liiiliaiia, one of the 
most nnteil AiiKuican Ktat estiirii. Tho 
Keiiatnr \% ai.-emiipaiiieit liy iiis wife, who 
is charmed with the delightful climate of 
Viel,ori;i and the natural beauty of Van- 
couver Island. During a convcrsatiou 
with a representative of TlIE CohONIHT 
ytwterday .Senalnr ^^lnrbees said: "I 
think \'ietnria the iiinsi eiu^liantiiig city 
on the I'iicilic cimni, jiiiil if 1 can, will 
make it a point to visit here every sum- 
mer. 1 sliall alwayu rinnnmbor" my visit 
last year with Mr. Logan and Mr. Sher- 
man; indeed, we wore all so favorably 
impressed with Viotoriu that we were 
loath to leave. I can not imagine a 



grander trip in the world than that over 
tho Canadian Pacific railway, which in 

my opinion is a better constructed road 
than any of tho tninH-continoiital routes, 
and 1 believe it is destined to become the 
favorite route for Aiiiorican as well as 
European tourists. There is a marked 
courteay and at tention among the oQiuials 
which adds to the comfort of tho trip, 
and in point of ef|uipmont tho road is un- 
surpassed. Another feature favorable to 
its future is the natural advantages of 
the country through wliicli tho road 
passes. There is an excellent country all 
along tho line westsviird as far as Winni- 
jiog, ati'ording good agricultural districts, 
and thence on throe liuiidred miles west 
of Medicine Hat the country is unsur- 
passed for grazing jiuriinses. Of course 
there is a cerUiin aiiinuiit of waste prairie 
country between that point and the moun- 
tains, tho.igh not so great in extent as that 
( '1 the other routes. It is a noticeable 
fi^cb tilling the transcontinental routes in 
tho I'nited Slates that these prairie lands 
• ire grtidnally snccuinbiiig to the march of 
euiigint inn, iiiul wherever veget-Jitimi Ii.-i.s 
been iiitrndueed \>y tlie ;iid nf irrigatinii 
tho soil yields readily, and the presence 
of transplanted trees each year carries the 
rain belt a little further west, so I [lerdiet 
that the time i,s iml far distant when the 
wlinle jireti nf prairie hinds, hntli in the 
I'nited .States and the imi-tliwest, will be 
nccupied by settlers. 

Of the iipigniliceiit iiioui.ttiin scenery in 
British Columbia along the Canadian Pa- 
cific it is unnecessary to refer; suffice it to 
say that it is grander and more varied 
than tho sciuiery mi other tr,-inscnntinent,-il 
routes. The fame of ymif grand iiimni- 
t-tiins has already liceii heralded thrmiirh- 
nut the world, and there is an 
eager desire mi the part 
nf Aiiieric'ina to visit British C'nliinibia. 
1 noticed considerable stir in Vancmiver, 
the jiresent terminus of the rotnl, iunl it 
reminded nio of niie nf our new Aiiieric;iii 
towns. I do not. think N'tmconver will 
ever be a city of more iiupnrtance than 
Victoria, yet the railroad gives it ,-i gretit 
impetus. Properly spetiking it is my be- 
lief that Victoria will always be consider- 
ed the end nf the Canadian Pacific route. 
There is a stroke of enterprise 1 like in 
establishing tho new line of steamers be- 
tween this province and .Itipiin, and be- 
lieve it is (le.stineil to become the favor- 
ite tran.i-Pacilic route. It is shorter than 
others ami through a ptirt of the ocean 
most desirable for safe and iileasant travel. 
Tho English government sliould sub- 
aidi/.o this line and see tlnit it is iiiiinaged 
b}' tin English cmnpany. 

Relative to the mining iiiterest-s of 
British C'cduiubia from observation I be- 
hove your resources are fully equal to 
those of t.ur western territories, and I 
expect to hear of great results from Alas- 
ka in this connection. Althougli tiio 
accjuisition of Alaska to tho United States 
was considered a stroke of policy by the 
govornmont ot tho time of its purchase 
from Russia, it is rapidly growing in im- 
l>ortanco and I think steps will bo taken 
very soon tf) establish n government there 
similar to that in nthor I'nited St.'ites ter- 
ritories. There is im imiuediate iieeessity 
that I perceive nf adjusting tlu^ Iimindaiy 
line so Iniig as such friendly feelings exist 
between Canada and the I'nited States. 

It is a mistaken idea that our govern- 
ment would close the Behring sea to tho 
exclusion of foreign vessels, in fact, I do 
not see hnw wi' emild legally accmiipliRh 
this. The whnle troiililu iibnut the seiz- 
ure nf the siialiiiL! Hclinmicrs was engen- 
dered by the .Maska Cnuiiiiorcial comptiny, 
and as President Cleveland is cogni/iint of 
this fact, it is |)i-obable that the nititter 
will come up for discus.iioii and linal 
action in tho next session of congress, 
together with the lislieries question, 1 
know tbtit the jircsiilent favors ti now 
treaty and tho ap])ointment of a commis- 
sion from both countries to adjust the 
fisheries question satisfactorily. 

President Cleveland has exercised tho 
same degree of caution in this iiititter iis 
in other issues that have m.ule liis admin- 
istration so popular and successful." 

Do you think Cleveland has made a 
better president than Blaine would have 
made. 

"Decidedly I Blaine is a greater states- 
man, and exceedingly smart but danger- 
ous. Had Blaine been president in the 
fisheries complications he would have 
acted rash, and by insisting on tho most 
extreme measures engendered a spirit of 
hostility between the two nations which 
might have ended disastrously. The fiah- 
eriea trouble originated among his consti- 
tiionts in Maino and along that cotist and 
he wtmld bo hound to protect their inter- 
ests. I think this ipiestiou will be tin 
ioBUu in the presidential campaign of 1888 
and may lose Blaine the nomination. " 

Do you think Blaine will he a candidate 
fi ir tho presidency / 

Without tl dmilit; and I believe his 
ti i|) in Europe is on jiurpnae to keep tiw.iy 
frmn any danger of committing hiiiiself 
txiforo the people. Although he may be 
nominated, I think that Cleveland will 
have an ea.sy election, if nominated, as he 
is popular with the conservative clemeiit 
among mir peoph;, and liis policy htis been 
to be a man of the poopleainl not tlie tnnl 
of jioliticians. The only thing llial will 
lo»o tho election for (.leveititnl is the fni - 
uiation of a third party, and 1 am alarmed 
at the strength of Henry Oeorge in Now 
York and Dr. McGlyim who controls the 
Catholic vote, but there is a possibility at 
the last moment of throwing all this 
strength into the democratic [mrty." 

"VChat do yon think of the tuinexatinii 
question now being agitated in Canada /" 

"1 beliovfi that Canada and the I'nifcd 
Stjitea shniild be under ono goveriiuieiit. 
Their interests are so closely allied, and 
their territory so contiguous that annexa- 
tion ivouhl be of inestimable advanttige to 
both countries. As matters now atand a 
great revision of the UiriU' is needed; du- 
ties are altogether too high and stultify 
tho onmmercial inttTosts of both nations. 
Our tariff shmild be amended; we are 
still inidor t ho war rates, and now that 
wo are laying up I (10, 01 II 1, 000 a inmilh in 
our treasury more tbtin we use it i.i t ime 
for a more liberal policy to bo adopted be- 
tween Canada and tho United Stivtas."

Ono of these will be drilled mi the sattiu 
grade as the bottom of the incline, tin- 
other vertically below tho bottom nf the 
incline and a third lioriicontidly 
ahead. Should either of them fail 
to connect with the drift in the Beat and 
Belcher, the incline will bo excavated a 
few feet deejjer and drills sent in again. 
Iti will not require mnro th.in one liniir tn 
sond the holes in ton feet with liin-leiirh 
drills and it is coiilidently iuil ieipat eil thtit 
tho fate of the men will bo decided before 
nndnight. If alive they can be communi- 
cated with and food sent into them 
through a drill hole. The air sent in 
is taken as regularly frmn the eompres- 
Bor piiie iis if the men wore inhal- 
ing it. No gas could remain in 
a drift with such a stream of fresh air 
lieiug forced into the face nf it, under 
such t retiieudmis pi-essiire. Intense ex- 
cileiueiit is manifested tis the limir vvlimi 
the fate nf the imprisoned men will be 
ascertained. The entrance of the Cmi. 
Virginia shaft, through which they, or 
their dead bodies, will be brought to tho 
surface, is thronged with a dense crowd 
nf penple. Relatives and families nf the 
ihiprisniied tiien and telegr.ipii enrre- 
apnndentH are the nniy [lefsmis allnwod in 
tlie building excejit i iiiplnyi'S. When tlu' 
men lire reached In the rescuing parly 
no I's will bo announced by bkiwing of 
whistles and ringing of bolls.

thousand I' l c'lu h ( ';i]i,iili;uis, lo places 
with from uiie tliousaiid to two lliou.s.md, 
50 places with from five luimhod to (.no 
thousand, and (iO places with from one 
hundred to five hundred, lie estimated 
that tho total Fronch-Canadian popula- 
tion in the ITnited States was between 
750,000 ami SOO.OOO.

More especially is this the 
fact with reforouoe to our mining inter- 
ests, and it is satisfactory to know that as 
a result of tliis extensive advorfcising Brit 
ish c.ipital bids fair to interest itself o.\.- 
teiisivoly in our future. The leadino arti- 
cle in tho last issue of the ('nivnHaii (Im- 
ttte, is given up to '-'riui prospects of Liril- 
ish Columbia," and, as ovidouce, that tho 
Pacitie province is l ociiiving her duo meed 
of attouliim in Britain, is worth reproduc- 
ing. 

(.)f the many reports, it says, to bo 
found in hint y/ar's slatomeiit of tho Can- 
adian .Minister of Aoriculturo, tlioro aro 
few of greater interest at the present mo- 
ment than that of Mr, John Jeasoj), tho 
Dominion government inmiigration agont 
in British Coluiiihia. Mr. .Fessop'.s report 
covers the wlioht liold of tho progress of 
tho province dunng JHKfi, and tho ])i(diire 
he draws is in every way oueouraging. 
Tho province Hoenm at last to be waking 
from its lethargy. The ajjatliy of former 
years ia rnpidly giving place to that rest- 
lessness which tho mfiux of fresli life 
bring.s to a now counl ry, tiiougli as yet 
the eagernoHM of youth has not, happily, 
led it buyond the boiimlH of modoralion. 
The railway era through which all western 
oountrios soem to pass in tlioir advance to 
wealth iind firoHpority has now boon fair- 
ly inikuguiatod in tho Paoilio province of 
Canada. T'he main lino of fcho Oanodian 
Paoilio railway lias touched tlio Pacific at 
YftooouTtfr; fche Iilaud railway ii oonkinu- 



inp tho route through Bomo of the host re- 
gions in tho west oi' tho province: ami l,he 
construction (jf arterial branchew from tho 
Canadian Pacilic railway lo the north and 
south will speedily open tip tho many 
valuable mineral and agriciillural diatriet.s 
which aro now more or loss isolated. ( )f 
course the tnvdo of the provinee is as 5'et 
linuted in extent. Tho leadhig industries 
maj', indeed, ))o said to be three only in 
number— namely, fishing, mining, and 
lumbering. Tho wealth of the inshore 
and opon-Boa lisliing of the Pacitie is as 
yet littlo apiirociated. Tho surveys and o.k- 
plorations made by tho Uominioii govern- 
ment, and now being renewed this seaHon 
will throw much light upon the extent of 
the cod banks, and the iiioruased know- 
ledge thus secured may bo exiiected to 
load to tho speedy development of an in- 
dustry which is second only in importauco 
to that carried on in the .Vllantie waters 
of Hritish North America, and in the |)ro- 
secutiou of which the dangers and jiriva- 
tions of the eastern tishermen must bo 
entirely unknown in tho gonial and ocpi- 
ablo cliiiiato of the west. Tho mineral 
wealth of I ho I'acilic shores of (Janada has 
long been pl.-iced laiyoiul doul)t. Indeed, 
the province may bo s.iid t.o owe lis very 
o.Kistence to the early discovery of its gold 
deposits, and there are not a few who 
look to tho same source as likely 
to plaj' an important part in its fiitiire 
commercial wealth. Cold placer diggings 
are now, of I'ourse, for tho most part a 
thing of the past, t^'nart/, mining has 
taken their place, and wiiat is known 
through Mr. Ivooh and similar investiga- 
toi-s of tho silver and gold leads in the 
Cariboo, Kootenay, Big Hond, and other 
districts, shows clearly enough what wealth 
awaits the outerprisiiiL; capitalist. jjum- 
bering loo is as yi't in its intHiicy. Those 
who saw tlie 3|)leniliil tiinliers sent to last 
year's t'oltJiiial lO.Kliibitiou from the pro- 
vince, and who hoard those well acquaint- 
ed with the .source of suiiply declare that 
tlii^ av.iilablo (piantity is almost inexhaust- 
ible, need not be told that the industry is 
callable of almost iudelinito expansion. 
Here, howo\ or, as with the tisliing and 
mining iiulu.st rios, capital is sorol^' needed, 
and Mr. .lessoii does well to stale so 
frankly. Tliero are ample opportunities 
for iu\ estiucnt, liut as yet tho influx of 
labor precedes the inltux of cai>itJil. No 
one iloubts thai t ho pro\ ineo is now eiiter- 
injj' upon a new era of development. The 
ovidonco of immense natural resources 
abounds im everj' hand, and British capi- 
'alists might certainly find tho occasion 
w.irtliy of some attc-nlion at their haiuls. 
The agricultural intoiosts of the province 
arc not as j-et of any great iiiijiortaiice, 
llioiigli in eviu-y district -Air. .lessop re- 
ports ihe past year to have boon "veiy 
prosi)er<uis, " and the "outlook fiu' the 
future much brightoi than at any period 
in the past history of tho pnn ince." In 
t his promising out look the future of fruit, 
culture in the province takes an iiupor- 
laut place. The ( 'aii.uli.iii I'acilic railway 
is rapiiUy oponing iiji iieu ni.irkot.s in the 
east; and tho experience o! California 
should leave no doubt as to tlie possibili- 
ties of the province iu this respect. Sur- 
veyed as a whole, tho futui'e <if the pro- 
vince never appeared brighliM' than at the 
priisent moment. \\\: only hope that tho 
working-out of this future may be encour- 
aged, and not retarded, as has uiifortun- 
alely been tho Ciise in other parts of 
Canada, by tho action of the province 
itself. .-V tirm faith in their own future, 
anil ■\ determined ami disinterested desire 
to promote the true inioresls id their pro- 
vince, are the essentials which llritish 
Columbiana must keep ever before them. 

Day by day tho vast resources of British 
i/'iiluml)Ia are tjeoming known Llirougb 
the lucdiiini of the press to the oiitsjile 
World, and day by d;iy We tind c.ipit.d 
coming to the prov ince ready for invesl- 
mont. it lieiioiixos the authorities to 
lend every assistJinco in their power to the 
many who will come here during the sum- 
mer and to leave no stone unturned to 
keep them here.

During the sojourn of 
General Graham in tho Soudan in his 
heroic st ruggles to crush the M.ahdi, and 
the sulwc'ipielit capture of Khartoum, 
where (ieneral ( billion met an untimely 
death, there resiiled ill one of tho |mlaoos 
in the beleairurcMl city a young Egyptian 
priiuN'ss of rare beauty, who by constant, 
■itudy had a(;<piired an idea of iMiropeans 
and I lii'ir hmgu.'kge. In Ihe cainii.aign of 
18H-1 while tho EiiLdish <icciipiod Kharl,oiim 
she ftdl ili^sperately in love with a young 
English lieutenant, who in turn became 
infatuated with the dark-eyed beauty of 
tho Nile. Owing to the stato of siege it 
wasdifliciilt for the young jjcople to meet, 
and their movement.4 were wjiLched by 
adherents of the Mididi, until the young 
princess was suspected of treachery to her 
people and thrown into prison. In vain 
the young ollicer protested against this 
unainmily incarceration, and failing to get 
a message to her by ordinary moiiiiH, he 
procured the I'.'gyptian marble vase and, 
placing his nuissage inside, tilled it with 
tlowors, and by aid of ono of the servants 
from hor palace succeeded in having tho 
tho vase delivered to her. By this moans 
!i plan of eacaiio was arrangod, she send- 
ing the vase back without suspicion. 
Later she was rescued, and after the fivU 
of (iordon, when tho young lieutenant 
rotunied home to England, ho brought 
the historic vase with him, and last year 
presented it to a friend who brought ifc to 
this province.

The recent fun al llir l']mpii-e brewery 
has developed an interesting fact alxjut. 
tho purchase of .safes. Mr. Pctorii imi- 
chasod an American safe, believing it to 
bn both lire and burglar proof, but found 
on opening tho safe after tho fire that it 
was of very litth? value in protecting his 
books and papers, wliicli wore found to 
be charred and jiraetically destroyed. An 
examination of the safe developed the 
fact that instead of being manufaotured 
of good material it had a frame of grey or 
castr iron, the covering or outside sheeting 
of Russian sheet iron, at the back of which 
iras a thin coating of plaster of Pans and 
another layer of sheet iron. These serious 
faults are not found in Canadian madu 
safes, among tho best being the celebrated 
Taylor safe of Toronto, with non-conduct- 
ing steel flange doors. 

'1,'ho .superiority of these safes lies in 
the fact that the door frames and jiniibs 
being made of thin galvaiii/.od steel, in- 
stead of the old style of heavy cast iron, 
condiitta less heat into tho interior of 
tho safes in case of (ire. And instoail of 
tho doors having three or four steps, as 
made by other safe manufacturers, limy 
are m.ade with a tongue and groove, wliieli 
is filled with lire-proof filling, and also 
fitted with a non-conduoting material 
which cuts off all metallic connection witli 
tho inside of the safe, Tho locks in all 
those safes and vault, doors are protected 
by a plate of hardened steel to prevent 
drilling.
